I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  twenty-seventh  Annual 
!  Report  on  the  health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  for 
the  year  1953. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
I  General  is  181,550,  an  increase  of  1,150  on  the  estimated  figure 
for  the  middle  of  1952. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
3,538,  of  which  1,787  were  males,  and  1,751  were  females, 
representing  a  live  birth  rate  of  19.5  per  1,000  of  the  population 
;  compared  with  20.0  for  the  previous  year,  actually  78  less  births. 

The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  160  County  Boroughs 
i  and  Great  Towns  (including  London)  were  15.5  and  17.0  respec¬ 
tively. 

During  the  year  1,934  deaths  were  recorded  (1,069  males 
i  and  865  females),  a  decrease  of  115  on  the  previous  year,  equal 
to  a  death  rate  of  10.6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rates 
for  England  and  Wales  and  the  160  County  Boroughs  and  Great 
Towns  were  11.4  and  12. 2  respectively. 

134  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  equal  to  an  Infant 
Mortality  rate  of  37.9pe  r  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  26.8  and  for  the  160  County  Boroughs  and  Great 
Towns  30.8.  67  of  the  134  infant  deaths  occurred  under  the  age 

of  one  month,  equal  to  a  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  18.9  per  1.000 
live  births. 

Two  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  giving  a 
Maternal  Mortality  rate  of  0.55  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births; 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.76.  In  Sunderland,  to 
have  a  maternal  death  rate  below  that  of  England  and  Wales  as 
a  whole  is  unusual  and  has  occurred  during  the  last  four  years. 
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The  principal  causes  of  death,  in  order  of  numerical  impor¬ 
tance  were :  heart  diseases  (including  90  other  circulatory 
diseases)  591,  Cancer  (including  10  leukaemia  and  aleukaemia) 
364,  vascular  lesions  of  nervous  system  273,  respiratory  diseases 
264,  and  tuberculosis  50. 

Tuberculosis.  Whilst  the  death  rate  of  0.27  for  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  Borough,  the  incidence 
of  this  disease  is  still  higher  than  desirable. 


The  total  number  of  new  cases  notified  to  me  was  252 
namely,  228  pulmonary  (last  year  267)  and  24  non-pulmonary 
(last  year  34),  a  decrease  of  49  on  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease.  The  total  notifications  of  general  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  numbered  4,024  compared  with  4,165  for  the 
previous  year,  there  being  decreases  in  diphtheria  (2) ,  scarlet 
fever  (129),  acute  poliomyelitis  (6) ,-  influenzal  pneumonia.  (3) , 
erysipelas  (21),  measles  (424),  puerperal  pyrexia  (33), 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  (6),  and  increases  in-  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  (4),  pneumonia  (34),  whooping  cough  (410), 
dysentery  (14),  para-typhoid  fever.  (4),  and  food  poisoning  (16). 

Cremation.  The  Crematorium  opened  in  the  Autumn  of  1951 
and  the  necessary  official  procedure  for  this  form  of  disposal  of 
the  dead  has  continued  to  be  carried  out  in  a  satisfactorv  manner. 

During  the  year  under  review,  966  applications  for  cremation 
were  received  and  duly  examined  by  the  Medical  Referees  in. the 
department  prior  to  sanction  being  given  for  this  method  of 
disposal. 

Immunisation.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  notifications 
of  diphtheria  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Atmospheric  Pollution.  The  Borough  of  Sunderland  never 
suffers  from  a  pall  of  smoke  which  hangs  over  many  industrial 
cities  of  the  midlands.  This  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the 
position  of  the  Borough,  on  the  coast  where  there  is  always  a  free 
circulation  of  air  to  disturb  any  such  accumulation.  Details  are 
given  in  the  Report  regarding  measures  of  prevention. 

The  question  of  smokeless  zones  has  been  discussed  and  can 
be  .dealt.,  with  in  two  wavs.  .  In  the  centre  of  the. .Borough  -under 
slum,  clearance,  .areas  are  zoned,  for.  industrial  premises  only ;  -and 
under  .the.  Corporation  Acts,  new  premises  .installing. .Toilers  .for 
heating  must  have  .their,  plans,  approved  :  .  These’ plans  -ean  contain 
smokeless,  methods,  of.  heating,  thus  resulting,  in  smokeless -zones 
in  the  centre  of  the  town.  The  other  method  is  in  connection 
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with  new  housing  estates  at  the  periphery  where  smokeless  fuels 
only  can  be  burnt.  This  latter  method  depends  upon  suitability 
of  grates  for  this  purpose  and  also  in  a  reduction  in  price  of 
smokeless  fuel  and  its  more  ready  availability. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  again  to  record  with  pleasure  the  con¬ 
tinual  hard  and  effective  work  carried  out  by  the  whole  of  the 
personnel  of  the  Health  Department.

Cases  requiring  specialist  advice  are  referred  to  the  Sunder¬ 
land  Maternity  Hospital  for  further  opinion. 

Expectant  mothers  are  referred  for  Blood  investigation  to  the 
"Rhesus  Investigation”  clinic  held  weekly  at  the  Sunderland 
Maternity  Hospital.  Reports  of  the  Rhesus  Factor,  Blood  Group, 
Haemoglobin  Estimation  and  Washerman  Reaction  are  sent  to 
the  Local  Authority  Medical  Officer.  Where  necessary  a  com¬ 
plete  blood  count  is  done.

Maternity  outfits  are  issued  weekly  at  the  Health  Office  on 
presentation  of  a  form  duly  signed  by  the  Midwife  who  is  booked 
for  the  delivery.  The  outfits  are  normally  supplied  when  the 
patient  is  36  weeks  pregnant.  All  Midwives  are  supplied  with 
outfits  for  use  in  emergency  cases.

Health  Visitors 

The  full  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  was  1  Superinten¬ 
dent  and  24  Health  Visitors  and  at  the  end  of  1953  there  were 
1  Superintendent  and  23  Health  Visitors  on  the  staff.  1  Health 
Visitor  acts  as  a  full-time  Almoner  at  the  V.D.  Department  of 
the  Royal  Infirmary.  Three  Student  Health  Visitors  finished 
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training  for  the  Health  Visitor's  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne..  They  are  under  contract  to 
serve  as  Health  Visitors  in  Sunderland  until  1955. 

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  is  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Circular  from  the  Home 
Office,  Ministry  of  Health  and  Ministry  of  Education  re  children 
neglected  in  their  own  homes. 

Post-graduate  courses  are  attended  by  four  Health  Visitors 
each  year.

INCIDENCE  OF  BLINDNESS 

During  the  twelve  months  from  1st  January  to  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  1953,  76  Forms  B.D.S  were  completed  and  of  these  11  cases 
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were  certified  Not  Blind,  57  were  certified  Blind  and  8  Partially 
sighted. 

Blind. 

Only  one  case  of  Retrolental  Fibroplasia  was  registered,  this 
being  a  totally  blind  female  child  of  10  months.  The  name  of 
this  blind  baby  has  been  submitted  for  admission  to  a  Sunshine 
Home  and  it  is  probable  that  she  will  be  admitted  early  in  1954. 
23  cases  of  blindness  were  caused  by  Cataracts  and  of  these, 
treatment  was  not  recommended  in  14  cases  primarily  because 
surgical  treatment  wras  inadvisable  on  general  grounds..  In  2 
instances  surgical  treatment  was  recommended  but  wTas  refused 
by  the  patients  concerned.  Of  the  remaining  7  cases,  2  have 
undergone  surgical  treatment,  but  it  is  too  early  to  determine 
whether  or  not  it  has  been  successful.  5  patients  are  still  await¬ 
ing  surgical  treatment  and  their  names  are  on  the  hospital 
waiting  list. 

Other  causes  of  blindness  were : 

Diabetes,  Hypermetropia,  Industrial  Trauma,  Arterio¬ 
sclerosis,  High  Blood  Pressure,  Myopic  Error,  Syphilis 
(acquired),  Senility,  Hypermetropic  Astigmatism  and  Unknown 
Causes.  Treatment  was  recommended  in  10  cases  and  treatment 
was  not  recommended  in  18  cases. 

There  were  five  cases  of  Glaucoma  and  of  these,  one  was 
advised  to  have  surgical  treatment,  but  such  treatment  was  later 
refused  by  the  patient;*  in  four  cases  treatment  was  not  recom¬ 
mended. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Of  the  newr  cases  registered  and  reviewed  above,  2  males 
have  spent  three  months  at  the  Rehabilitation  Centre,  Torquay, 
and  have  benefited  considerably  ;  they  are  now  awaiting  training 
and  employment.  2  males  and  1  female  are  to  undergo  a  period 
of  Rehabilitation  at  Torquay  early  in  1954.  39  of  the  registered 

blind  cases  are  over  the  age  of  65  years.

Home  Nursing. 

The  Sunderland  District  Nursing  Association  h(ns,  as  the 
Agent  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  since  July  1948,  performed 
home  nursing  duties  in  the  Borough.  The  service  is  a  “day  ser¬ 
vice”  between  the  hours  of  8.30  a.m.  and  10  p.m.  There  is  no 
“night  service”  in  operation  to  date. 

The  general  nursing  staff  consists  of  24  full-time  nurses, 
including  1  male  nurse,  and  6  part-time  nurses. 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  staff  in  Victoria  House  where 
a  new  ante-natal  clinic  and  nurses’  recreation  room  were  officially 
opened  in  September,  1953. 

Six  “contract”  houses  on  outlying  estates  have  been  allotted 
by  the  Corporation  for  the  accommodation  of  district  nurses..

This  Section  deals  with  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  There  were  no  cases 
removed  in  1953  under  this  Act. 

Spastic  Paralysis. 

There  are  48  Borough  cases  of  spastic  paralysis  on  the  books 
at  the  Sunderland  Orthopaedic  and  Accident  Hospital.  29  of 
these  cases  are  below  school  leaving  age.  The  liaison  in  the 
matter  of  treatment  between  the  Sunderland  County  Borough 
and  the  local  Orthopaedic  Service  is  quite  good.  Facilities  are 
available  for  special  teaching  both  by  Home  Teaching  and  at 
Thornfield  Open  Air  School  for  the  cases  which  are  suitable.  In 
addition,  cases  are  occasionally  referred  to  the  Percy  Hedley 
School  for  Spastics  in  Newcastle. 

11  children  were  in  attendance  at  Thornfield  special  school 
for  physically  handicapped  children. 

2  children  were  in  attendance  at  Percv  Hedley  School,

Newcastle,  as  weekly  boarders. 

2  children  attended  Ford  Hall  special  school  for  educa¬ 
tionally  sub. -normal  children. 

Mental  Health  Service. 

There  are  7  males  and  11  females  who  are  on  the  Mental 
Defectives’  register  under  statutory  supervision,  suffering  from 
cerebral  palsy. 
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They  are  accepted  in  Occupation  Centres  for  Mental  Defec¬ 
tives  and,  despite  their  limitations,  respond  well  to  occupational 
guidance.  Those  who  are  not  suitable  for  occupation  centre 
training  remain  in  their  own  homes. 

There  are  no  mentally  defective  spastic  sufferers  from  Sun¬ 
derland  detained  in  hospitals  provided  solely  for  the  treatment 
and  training  of  this  type  of  patient.

Legal  Proceedings: — During  the  past  year  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  in  respect  of  the  following  cases :  One  for  vending 
ice-cream  deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of  40%  of  the 
minimal  amount  which  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £10  and  costs ;  one 
for  selling  fish  cakes  deficient  in  fish  content  to  the  extent  of 
45.1%  of  the  minimal  limit  for  which  a  fine  was  imposed  of  £1 
and  costs ;  another  for  selling  fish  cakes  deficient  in  fish  content 
to  the  extent  of  60%  of  the  minimal  limit,  resulting  in  a  similar 
fine;  and  one  against  a  householder  for  allowing  an  accumulation 
of  waste  paper  to  exist  in  the  rear  yard  which  case  was  disposed 
of  by  the  making  of  an  Abatement  Order  for  the  removal  of  the 
waste  papers  within  seven  days. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — -There  are  only  three  common 
lodging  houses  in  the  Borough  and  these  provide  accommodation 
for  268  lodgers.  Structurally,  one  of  the  houses  is  of  a  high 
standard,  one  medium,  and  the  third  of  a  very  poor  standard. 
Owing  to  the  demand  on  the  existing  accommodation,  however, 
this  house  is  being  allowed  registration  at  present. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  and  conduct  has  continued 
satisfactory — as  in  previous  years..

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951 : — There  are 
13  premises  within  the  Borough  registered  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  named  Act  and  3  premises  licensed  for  the  storage 
of  rag  flock.  No  flock  or  other  filling  material  is  manufactured 
within  the  Borough.  Thirty-three  visits  were  made  to  these 
premises  during  the  year.  Three  persons  were  cautioned  for 
failing  to  keep  the  register  of  filling  materials  up-to-date. 

No  samples  of  rag  flock  were  taken  during  1953. 

Camping  Sites.- — There  are  no  sites  in  the  Borough  licensed 
for  this  particular  purpose.. 

Smoke  Abatement. — There  has  been  a  considerable  amount 
of  publicity  during  the  past  twelve  months  concerning  the  effect 
on  public  health  by  smoke  pollution  of  the  atmosphere.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  publicity  will  have  some  effect  on  all  users  of 
coal  both  industrial  and  domestic ;  for  as  there  are  approximately 
43,000  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  the  majority  of  which 
burn  about  2|  tons  of  household  coal  per  year  it  will  be  realized 
that  the  domestic  user  of  coal  is  far  from  being  blameless  as 
regards  smoke  pollution. 

Industrial  users  in  the  main  are  trying  hard  to  eliminate  as 
far  as  possible  the  emission  of  smoke.  Ninev-eight  visits  were 
made  to  industrial  premises  using  coal  and  fourteen  timed  obser¬ 
vations  were  made  on  various  ehimnevs  in  the  Borough. 
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Wells. — Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  a  well  at  a 
local  hospital.  This  water  is  used  to  supplement  the  supply  from 
the  town  main.  Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  town 
mains  supply  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All 
samples  were  satisfactory. 


Swimming  Baths.  20  visits  were  made  to  the  three  public 
swimming  baths  in  the  Borough  and  12  samples  of  water  taken 
during  the  time  the  baths  were  being  used  by  the  public.  All 
samples  were  bacteriologically  satisfactory.

The  figures  under  this  heading,  so  far  as  visits  to  shops  are 
concerned,  are  not  complete.  Other  visits  are  made  to  shops 
which  sell  food,  and  are  included  under  heading  Food  and  Drugs 
Act . 

The  difficulty  of  heating  shops  is  well  known,  particularly 
1  where  the  shop  door  remains  open  during  business  hours.  Space 
heating  is  impossible  in  these  cases,  but  “direct”  heating  to  the 
:  employee  has  been  found  satisfactory. 

Visits  are  also  made  to  shops  where  structural  repairs  are 
required,  and  where  rodents  have  found  their  way  into  the 
|  premises.. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act.  Health  Provisions. 

92  licences  were  taken  out  by  retailers  during  the  year.  26f 
I  inspections  were  carried  out  respecting  the  bottling,  labelling  and 
storage  of  Part  II  Poisons.  Advice  was  given  in  a  number  of 
i  instances  but  no  major  contravention  was  noted.  All  persons 
selling  poisons  on  food  premises  are  advised  to  keep  them  away 
from  food  in  case  of  accident  which  might  contaminate  edible 
|  material. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  necessary  to  enforce  the  povisions 
of  the  Act. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Sections  13  and  14. 

1,065  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  includ¬ 
ing  inspections  on  behalf  of  the  Guild  of  Hygiene  (Restaurant 
kitchens  are  under  a  separate  heading) . 

206  infringements  were  noted  and  remedied ;  other  minor 
infringements  were  remedied  at  the  time  of  the  inspection. 
Infringements  included  defective  sanitary  accommodation,  lack 
of  cleanliness,  defective  ventilation  etc. 

Some  difficulty  is  being  encountered  in  finding  a  suitable 
material  for  the  white  or  colour  washing  of  walls  and  ceilings. 
A  number  of  the  new  latest  emulsion  paints  and  similar  products 
have  a  tendancy  to  form  moulds  and  “flake”  in  a  short  period 
after  completion.  In  some  cases  it  is  due  to  unsatisfactory 
application  and  often  due  to  proper  ventilation  not  being  main¬ 
tained,  thus  causing  condensation  of  a  serious  nature. 

Many  new  floor  paving  materials  are  coming  on  to  the 
market  which  appear  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Careless  storage  of  refuse,  edible  and  otherwise,  is  a  cause 
of  rodent  infestation. 

Lectures  have  been  given  to  workpeople  and  Women's  Insti¬ 
tutes  on  Food  Hygiene.  They  seem  popular  and  definitely  do  a 
lot  to  improve  hygienic  handling  of  food  by  making  people  “clean 
food  conscious.” 


Restaurant  Kitchens  (including  snack  bars  and  workmen’s  can¬ 
teens,  etc,.). 

384  inspections  were  made  to  these  premises.  120  infringe¬ 
ments  were  noted,  usually  lack  of  cleanliness  and  ventilation  and 
the  storage  of  waste  material.  The  “washing  up”  process  in 
many  establishments  leaves  much  to  be  desired  ;  more  attention 
and  supervision  should  be  given  to  this  matter  by  Chefs,  etc. 
Whatever  process  is  used,  it  is  only  as  good  as  the  “human 
element”  allows  it  to  be.  The  rush  hour  periods  are,  of  course, 
the  danger  times. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  premises  now  having  refrigera¬ 
tors  for  the  storage  of  food  is  all  to  the  good,  but  many  kitchens 
still  have  outdated  equipment,  which  is  badly  positioned.  Many 
premises  have  been  redesigned  to  good  effect.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  bring  others  into  line,  but,  of  course,  money  is  the 
deciding  factor. 
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Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Workplaces  (including  offices)  :  Sanitary  accommodation, 
roofs,  spouts,  etc.,  of  business  premises  are  dealt  with  under 
this  heading.  Many  complaints  of  bad  odour  were  received,  due 
to  rodent  infestation,  poor  ventilation,  defective  gas  and  electric 
installation,  etc.  All  were  remedied,  including  those  with  odours 
from  defective  drainage  systems. 

205  inspections  were  made  under  this  heading. 

Advice  was  given  in  many  instances  with  the  required  result. 
84  Intimation  Notices  and  9  Statutory  Notices  were  served  and 
the  ensuing  work  was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Offensive  Trades. 

3  new  registrations  were  received,  all  for  the  trade  of 
“Marine  Store  Dealer.”  One  factory,  a  source  of  complaint  by 
manv  business  houses  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  has  now  been 

fj 

transferred  to  a  more  suitable  area  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  com¬ 
plainants. 

Food  Poisoning. 

62  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  verified  by  the  Bacteriologist.. 
One  small  outbreak  of  5  cases  was  successfully  checked.  Other 
cases  were  not  confirmed.  The  practice  of  selling  home  made 
sweets  to  children  from  private  houses  was  stopped,  and  the 
matter  is  being  kept  under  observation. 

Many  cases  of  food  poisoning  concerned  children  of  school 
age.  A  general  inspection  of  the  school  kitchens  was  carried 
out.  The  standard  of  hygiene  was  very  high.  Certificates  for 
the  Guild  of  Hygiene  have  been  awarded..  As  an  added  precau¬ 
tion  a  lecture  on  Food  Poisoning  was  given  to  the  staffs  of  all 
kitchens.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply.  The  supervision  of  all  premises  where  milk  is 
pasteurised,  sterilised,  stored  or  sold  was  carried  out  and  the 
cleanliness  of  these  premises  was  maintained.  Regular  sampling 
of  milk  was  carried  out  at  local  pasteurising  and  sterilising 
establishments.  On  2nd  December,  1952,  Sunderland  was 
included  in  a  Specified  Area  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950, 
which,  required  all  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  after  that  date 
to  be  designated  milk.  390  samples  of  Pasteurised  and  T.T. 
Pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  for  the  Phosphatase  and  Methy¬ 
lene  Blue  Reduction  tests:  4  samples  failed  this  statutory  test. 
12  samples  of  sterilised  milk  were  submitted  for  the  Turbidity 
test.  All  were  satisfactory.  2  samples  of  Accredited  milk  were 
submitted  and  they  were  satisfactory.  63  samples  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  the  Methy¬ 
lene  Blue  Reduction  test.  36  samples  failed  to  satisfy  this  test 
and  these  failures  were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 
Samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  numbered 
100;  of  these  87  were  ungraded  milks  and  13  designated  milks. 
All  were  free  from  tubercle  infection. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  during  the  past  year 
of  misuse  of  milk  bottles  by  the  public.  The  milk  bottle  nowa¬ 
days  seems  to  have  many  uses  other  than  holding  milk.  They 
are  used  for  carrying  paint,  paraffin,  etc.,  and  there  have  been 
instances  where  the  neutralising  solution  used  in  home  perms 
was  mixed  in  milk  bottles.  This  solution,  pottassium  bromate  is 
a  poison  and  in  my  opinion  the  Public  is  imposing  an  unfair 
burden  on  the  local  dairies  which  are  doing  their  utmost  to  ensure 
that  milk  reaches  the  customer  in  a  clean  sterile  container.

Ice-Cream  Factories,  Merchants  and  Dealers.  A  high  stan¬ 
dard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  in  all  premises  where 
ice-cream  is  manufactured,  stored,  or  sold.  Frequent  inspections 
were  carried  out  at  all  local  factories  during  the  period  that  ice¬ 
cream  was  manufactured  and  also  supervision  of  the  subsequent 
cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  equipment.  The  results  of  bacterio¬ 
logical  grading  of  ice-cream  for  1953.  showed  that  76.5%  of  all 
samples  were  satisfactory,  compared  with  78.6%  for  1952,.  The 
average  fat  content  of  ice-cream  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
was  7.73%  ;  the  figure  for  1952  was  7.42%.  Three  samples  were 
below  the  required  legal  standard  of  5%.  In  consequence,  2 
manufacturers  were  cautioned  and  legal  proceedings  instituted 
against  the  third,  who  was  fined  £10  and  costs..

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Syphilis.  There  were  fewer  cases  of  early  syphilis  seen  at 
the  Clinic  than  in  1952,  but  the  total  of  all  types  of  the  disease 
was  one  up  on  the  previous  year.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
more  congenital  cases  were  registered,  these  cases  being  found 
as  children  of  parents  registered,  or  referred  to  the  Clinic  from 
the  Eye  Hospital. 

Treatment.  Routine  treatment  was  carried  out  as  pre¬ 
viously.

Gonorrhoea.  The  figures  for  1953  again  show  a  slight  fall 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  seen  at  the  Clinic,  but  not 
such  a  large  decrease  as  in  previous  years. 

Treatment.  Penicillin  is  still  the  drug  of  choice  for  the 
treatment  of  acute  gonorrhoea,  and  results  have,  as  far  as  is 
known,  been  100%  satisfactory. 

Urethritis.  There  was  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 

«/ 

cases  of  non-gonococcal  urethritis  seen  at  the  Clinic. 

Treatment.  This  has  varied  according  to  the  organism 
found,  if  any.  In  cases  where  no  organism  was  isolated, 
Teramycin,  which  is  now  available,  was  used  with  satisfactory 
results. 

Non-Yenereal  Gases.  More  patients  are  reporting  for  tests 
before  marriage  and  the  usual  types  of  N.V..  cases  showed  a 
slight  increase. 


Ante-natal  Cases.  Four  Sunderland  pregnant  women 
patients  were  carried  over  from  1952'  for  delivery  in  1953.  Of 
these,  three  were  normal  deliveries  and  one  a  still-birth.

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Extract  from  Report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee. 

The  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  feels  it  can  look  back 
with  some  pride  on  the  past  year’s  work  and  hopes  for  many 
more  years  to  go  on  ministering  to  the  needs  of  tuberculous 
patients  and  their  families.  It  is  not  possible  in  a  short  space 
to  retrace  step  by  step  the  progress  made  by  the  Care  Committee 
or  to  relate  in  this  report  the  many  different  types  of  help,  advice, 
and  sometimes  moral  support,  that  have  been  dealt  with.  Sym¬ 
pathy  and  understanding  of  a  family’s  needs  can  do  much  to  lift 
them  out  of  a  stage  of  despondency  into  which  they  are  so  apt 
to  fall.  The  Committee  is  encouraged  by  the  hopeful  results  of 
its  years  work  and  looks  forwards  with  confidence  to  bringing 
comfort  and  help  to  many  sufferers  wh,o  might  otherwise  be  left 
by  the  wayside.  During  the  year  250  cases  have  been  dealt  with. 
Many  were  personal  applications,  others  were  referred  by  the 
Chest  Clinic,  Health  Visitors,  Almoners  and  Matrons,  Ministry 
of  Pensions  Welfare  Officer,  National  Assistance  Board,  patient’s 
own  Doctors  and  a  few  enquiries  were  through  S.S.A.P.A.,  the 
latter  mainly  dealing  with  cases  of  compassionate  release  or  post¬ 
ing  owing  to  ill-health  of  a  member  of  the  family.  The  cases 
refused  help  are  few  and  far  between,  but  there  are  some  not 
willing  to  co-operate  and  some  who  consider  their  every  need 
should  be  met.  Cases  incurring  further  debts  after  they  have 
been  helped  to  clear  old  debts  are  very  carefully  watched. 

Two  of  the  greatest  needs  have  been  for  clothing  and  beds 
and  bedding.  Clothing  was  required  mainly  for  patients  entering 
hospital,  sometimes  while  they  were  convalescing  in  Sanatorium, 
and  particularly  on  discharge  as  many  patients  put  on  consider¬ 
able  weight  while  in  hospital.  When  the  breadwinner  is  the 
sufferer,  help  with  the  clothing  is  often  requested  so  that  clothing 
clubs  are  not  taken  up  while  the  man  is  in  hospital,  especially  if 
his  stay  is  to  be  of  long  duration.  The  Committee  is  always 
pleased  to  help  with  clothing  when  the  patient  is  able  to  start 
work.

Extract  from  Report  of  the  Care  In  Illness  Committee 

The  work  of  the  Care  In  Illness  Committee  during  the  past 
year  has  proved  once  more  its  usefulness  in  providing  home 
nursing  equipment  for  the  use  of  individual  patients  in  their  own 
homes.  While  many  of  the  cases  are  able  to  obtain  every  com- 
fort  at  home  or  in  hospital,  there  remains  other  (often  living  in 
unsatisfactory  conditions)  who  have  little  care  apart  from  the 
brief  visits  of  the  District  Nurse.  To  some  extent  it  was  possible 
to  ease  the  lot  of  these  invalids  by  lending  nursing  appliances. 

Diet  plays  an  important  part  in  the  care  of  the  sick,  and 
extra  nourishment,  such  as  milk,  and  special  foods,  was  supplied 
to  57  cases.  Fidl  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  National 
Assistance  Board  which  in  many  instances,  increases  allowances 
to  help  with  the  cost-  of  such  further  nourishment  as  may  be 
needed. 

Tlie  National  Society  for  Cancer  Relief  has  been  most 
generous  towards  the  welfare  and  relief  of  cancer  patients  in  the 
area,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  grants  of  bedding  and 
clothing,  as  well  as  weekly  grants  for  extra  nourishment  for  a 
number  of  these  sufferers  many  of  whom  delayed  seeking  advice 
until  it  was  too  late  for  effective  treatment  to  be  carried  out. 


Grants  from  Benevolent  Funds  have  been  obtained  for  some 
cases  where  incomes  have  become  depleted  because  of  prolonged 
illness  in  the  home.  These  grants  have  provided  for  the  special 
needs  of  the  recipients,  including  the  replacement  of  clothing; 
in  one  instance  train  fare  was  paid  to  enable  a  patient  to  travel  to 
Essex  for  convalescent  treatment. 

A  number  of  Invalid  Chairs  have  been  overhauled  and 
repaired,  and  it  was  possible  this  year  to  grant  all  requests  with¬ 
out  resorting  to  a  waiting  list.  The  Chairs  are  lent  out  for  about 
a  month  at  a  time  to  each  case,  especially  during  the  summer 
months  when  the  need  is  greatest.

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Chest  Clinic,  the  Con¬ 
sultant  Chest  Physician  reports  as  follows:  — 


There  are  four  whole-time  Tuberculosis  Visitors  concerned 
with  the  preventive  care  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis.  Thev

work  entirely  from  the  Chest  Clinic  where  they  have  every 
facility  for  close  co-operation  with  the  Chest  Physicians  and  other 
Clinic  staff  and  also  the  necessary  facilities  for  radiological  and 
immunisation  work. 


All  the  usual  preventive  measures  in  tuberculosis  are 
employed  but  perhaps  the  most  important  feature  is  that  all  the 
various  departments  and  organisations  concerned  in  this  work, 
such  as  the  Public  Health.  Department,  the  Voluntary  After  Care 
Committee,  the  Guild  of  Help,  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  the 
National  Assistance  Board,  the  Hospital  Management  Commit- 
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tee  and  the  Paediatric,  Orthopaedic  and  Chest  Clinic  Services, 
all  work  together  harmoniously..  This  fact  I  feel  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  in  tuberculosis  prevention. 

There  h,as  been  a  further  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  ■‘Tom 
tuberculosis  and  the  known  incidence  of  the  disease  has  remained 
much  the  same.  The  real  incidence  is  probably  falling.

From  the  252  new  cases,  917  household  contacts  were 
examined  and  113  (approximately  12%)  failed  to  attend.  152 
out  of  the  917  contacts  were  tuberculin  negative  and  104  of  these 
were  immunised  with  B.C.G.  In  48  cases  the  parents  refused 
B.C.G.  immunisation  for  their  children. 

24  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered 
as  a  result  of  contact  examination. 

Dr.  Bates,  Registrar  to  the  Chest  Clinic,  has  investigated 
the  failure  rate  in  contact  investigation  (as  part  of  his  D.P.H. 
dissertation)  and  found  that  the  main  failures  were  in  adult 
males  of  the  higher  age  groups. 


With  a  view  to  obtaining  a  higher  response  to  contact  investi¬ 
gation  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  during  the  next  year,  will 
increase  evening  sessions  from  1  hour  per  week  to  3  per  fortnight.

The  return  to  suitable  employment  is  the  final  treatment  for 
every  case  of  tuberculosis.  Cases  who  return  to  work  in  which 
they  are  happy  and  which  is  within  their  capabilities  with  regard 
to  physical  effort  have  a  better  prognosis  than  others  who  return 
to  unhappy  conditions  or  conditions  requiring  severe  physical 
effort. 

Works  contacts  are  examined  when  this  is  feasible  but  the 
results  have  been  so  far  disappointing. 

There  are  a  number  of  cases  with  a  positive  sputum  who 
are  working  satisfactorilv  under  conditions  that  have  been 
approved  by  the  Chest  Physicians,.  Such  employment  is  un¬ 
fortunately  only  too  rare  and  is  confined  to  people  who  are 
practically  working  in  segregation.  There  is  a  real  need  for 
suitable  conditions  for  positive  sputum  cases. 

There  were  18  cases  who  died  from  tuberculosis  prior  to 
notification.  In  such  cases  the  contacts  are  examined  in  the 
normal  way.  4  cases  had  no  known  contacts  previously,  having 
lived  alone  in  seclusion.  In  3  cases  all  contacts  persistently  re¬ 
fused  to  attend.  In  the  remaining  11  cases,  32  contacts  were 
examined  and  1  active  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  found..

In  7  out  of  the  18  cases,  the  diagnosis  was  made  immediately 
prior  to  death  but  death  occurred  before  the  case  was  actually 
notified. 

In  th,e  remaining  11  cases,  the  diagnosis  was  established  on 
post  mortem  examination. 

Arrangements  are  working  whereby  the  contacts  of  any  child 
or  infant  found  to  be  tuberculin  positive  can  be  examined  with¬ 
out  the  necessity  for  any  formal  notification.

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SECTION  H. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 
1.  Administration. 

(a)  The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  consisting  of  eleven 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  service.. 
Meetings  are  held  at  monthly  intervals  and  business  transacted 
is  thereafter  reported  to  the  full  Health  Committee. 

(b)  Staff.  There  are  ten  workers  employed  in  the  service. 

In  addition  to  the  above  staff  there  are  three  Psyschiatrists 
employed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  who  are  approved  by 
the  Local  Health  Authority  and/or  Board  of  Control  for  the  cer¬ 
tification  of  mental  defectives  who  undertake  the  examination 
of  patients  during  the  absence  of  the  Medical  Officer  for  Mental 
Health. 

(c)  Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  Hospi¬ 
tal  Management  Committees. 

The  co-operation  with  the  members  and  staff  of  the  above- 
mentioned  departments  has  continued  throughout  the  year  in 
the  usual  satisfactory  manner,  thus  ensuring  adequate  supervi¬ 
sion  of  patients  on  trial  or  licence  from  the  hospitals  and  per¬ 
sonal  contact  between  their  parents  or  guardians  in  their  homes. 

(d)  Duties  delegated  to  Voluntary  organisations. 

During  the  year  applications  for  assistance  from  voluntary 
organisations  have  not  been  so  numerous — this  may  be  due  to 
the  fact  that  some  of  those  people  in  need  have  applied  direct  to 
the  National  Assistance  Board.  Much  voluntary  aid,  such  as 
gifts  of  clothing,  has  been  given  by  the  mental  health  workers 
to  those  cases  under  supervision.  This  service  is  appreciated  by 
those  people. 

(e)  Training  of  Staff. 

During  the  year  the  Supervisor  of  the  Elder  Girls’  class 
attended  a  refresher  course  for  Occupation  Centre  staff  and  visits 
were  made  to  school  departments  of  the  hospitals  and  to  occupa¬ 
tion  centres  in  this  area  .  Such  visits  are  of  value,  particularly 
to  new  entrants  into  the  service  who  have  had  no  previous  train¬ 
ing  or  experience  with  mentally  defective  people.  The  supply  of 
trained  workers  is  still  very  limited. 

There  is  still  no  “in  service”  training  course  available  in  this 
area  for  either  social  workers  or  occupation  centre  staffs.  How- 
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ever,  as  there  are  still  only  a  small  number  of  occupation  centres 
or  hospital  school  departments  in  this  region  for  use  of  training 
centres  and  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  have  no 
regional  office  nearer  than  Leeds  it  is  perhaps  not  yet  practicable 
to  introduce  such  a  scheme  here. 

II.  (i)  (a)  Prevention  of  Mental  Illness,  Care  and  After-care  of 
mentally  ill  and  defective. 

There  is  no  change  to  report  regarding  the  supervision  and 
care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  ill-health  or  mental  de¬ 
ficiency.  During  the  visitation  care  is  taken  to  prevent  over¬ 
lapping  between  the  hospitals  and  local  health  authority’s  social 
workers.  Patients  naturally,  and  quite  rightly  too,  sometimes 
resent  too  many  visitors  calling  to  see  them  when  they  are  on 
leave  from  the  hospitals,  no  matter  how  helpful  such  workers 
can  be.. 

(b)  Under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts: 

Referrals  and  requests  made  to  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer 
have  continued  as  usual  without  interruption  during  the  year 
and  he  has  required  assistance  from  the  social  workers  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  department  more  frequently  than  during  the 
previous  year.  No  calls  for  advice  or  help  go  unanswered,  and 
frequently  it  has  been  found  that,  after  much  time  spent  on 
investigating  cases,  referrals  to  other  welfare  departments  was 
the  most  appropriate  action  to  take. 

(c)  Under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

Notifications  have  continued  to  come  in  from  the  usual 
agencies.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  referrals 
of  children  under  school  age  and  of  ineducable  children,  a  fact 
which  may  indicate  that  parents  are  gradually  beginning  to 
accept  their  doctor’s  advice  should  there  be  any  question  regard¬ 
ing  the  lack  of  normal  development  and  progress  in  their  children . 

There  is  still  great  difficulty  experienced  in  placing  mentally 
defective  persons  in  suitable  employment.  This  problem,  of 
course,  increases  the  need  for  occupational  training  and  more 
supervision  in  their  own  homes.  Vacancies  in  hospitals  provid¬ 
ing  suitable  and  adequate  training  continue  to  be  scarce  and  long- 
waiting  lists  still  exist. 

(ii)  Guardianship. 

Two  cases  are  under  statutory  guardianship,  one  female  re¬ 
ceiving  financial  assistance  from  the  authority,  the  other  (a  male) 


being  employed  by  his  father  and  working  satisfactorily  under 
such  conditions. 

(iii)  Occupation  Centres. 

Th,e  three  Occupation^ Centres — Children’s  class  with  35 
children  of  both  sexes;  Female  adult  class  with  15  on  the  registers 
and  an  Industrial  Class  for  15  adult  males  continue  to  do  verv 
satisfactory  work  in  cramped  and  overcrowded  premises..  The 
need  for  extension  of  this  section  of  the  mental  health  service 
has  already  been  frequently  emphasised  in  previous  reports. 
The  training  of  such  children  is  a  strenuous  and  difficult  task 
requiring  much  sympathy,  patience,  tact  and  last,  but  not  least, 
a  sense  of  humour  and  understanding  of  humanity  not  called  for 
in  any  other  branch  of  welfare  work  or  teaching. 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Control  Inspector  visited  the 
Centres  and  observed  again  that  little  further  real  development 
could  be  expected  until  better  premises  were  available  and  the 
requisite  staff  obtained  to  deal  with  additional  trainees.  In  spite 
of  the  difficulties  under  which  the  staff  work  the  Inspector  was 
favourably  impressed  with  their  standard  of  training,  supply  of 
apparatus  and  handwork  material. 


Account  of  work  undertaken  by  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer 
under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  1890  and  1930, 
during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1953. 

This  year  has  been  noted  for  the  increase  in  calls  upon  the 
Duly  Authorised  Officer’s  services,  both  from  the  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  and  members  of  the  Public,  who  call  upon  the  Duly 
Authorised  Officer  with  much  more  confidence  than  in  the  earlier 
days  of  the  service.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  fewer  than 
131  interviews  have  taken  place  at  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer’s 
office  during  the  past  year. 

Bed  Situation. 

The  demand  for  mental  hospital  accommodation  continues  to 
grow,  and  throughout  the  year  hospitals  in  the  area  designated 
to  receive  patients  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts 
have  been  running  at  full  capacity,  and  often  short  waiting 
periods  have  been  encountered  for  all  but  urgent  cases.  There 
appears  to  be  little  prospect  of  the  position  improving  in  the  near 
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future.  No  doubt  one  of  the  chief  causes  is  the  large  number  of 
elderly  patients  who  have  to  be  admitted  to  Mental  Hospitals  and 
become  long  stay  patients,  thus  slowing  the  circulation  of  beds 
for  the  more  urgent  cases. 

After  Care. 

Many  after  care  visits  have  been  carried  out  when  time 
allowed,  and  help  and  advice  given.  It  is  to  be  regretted  this 
important  part  of  welfare  work  has  to  be  neglected  owing  to  the 
pressure  of  dealing  with  new  cases,  as  a  timely  visit  and  advice 
given,  or  an  appointment  made  to  attend  the  Clinic  often  helps 
to  prevent  a  return  to  hospital. 

Co-operation. 

Co-operation  with  other  statutory  bodies  and  voluntary 
organisations  continues  at  a  very  high  level,  thus  avoiding  over¬ 
lapping  of  the  services.  Many  cases  have  been  referred  by  the 
Duly  Authorised  Officer  to  the  Social  Welfare  Department  as 
suitable  for  old  peoples  hostels.  Valuable  assistance  has  been 
received  from  the  Assistant  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  the  Female 
Social  Worker  and  the  Police,  in  dealing  with  the  more  difficult 
type  of  removals  .
